The oostof feed- 
ing an elephant In captivity In England 
dilfiTM consldi'i'alily from llie cost in- 
curred lu India, where it sonielimos 
lives entirely on coarse grass, earning 
Its own food as It wanders about In a 
waKiry marsh full of Its favorite past- 
ure. " 1'lie dally provision for a full- 
grown oU-phant Is calculated by Mr. 
iiartlett at l■^0 pounds altogether In 
weight, consisting of bay and straw, 
roots, rice, broad and biscuit. Elepbaats 
are fond ot spirits, but Zoo elephants 
aro Wilfred I.awsoa(tea. 

Th<> food of the hlppopot|mtis Is esti- 
mated tu be alsiut sue pOUnds a day in 
weight, and consists chiefly ot liay, 
grass and roots. The daily provender 
of a giraffe weighs about SO pounds. 1 1 
is rather a i!ainly-ri'i..liil|r atiiiiial, and 
prefers i l.ivi.r. i liaff. l.rali and ..ats. all.l 
gi'i.en fiHsl In suinliier. Tin' lions and 
tigers obtain eight or nine pounds of 
moat per diem. This la usually horse- 
flesh, as there Is a constant supply of 
carcasses of boses to be boaght ai, a 
cheap rate.

Sun Salrador claims tho 
honor of havlni; been the land discov- 
ered hy ColUDlhuS Oetoli'T I ). 14W. The 
I natives were peacoahli' un 1 helpful t<j 
I the Brst explorers, but the rapaeious 
I .Spaniards took them from their homes 
i in tho Iluhamas by lying stories and 
put them to work In the mines of the 
West Indies, where they perished 
miserabl.t. In Wt* some llrltlsh ad- 
venturers found their way to the 
liahamafl and a settleinent was foruied 
at New ProTidcnco, but in 1C41 they 
were drlrea out by the Hpanlaids.
